It is now known that the investigation 
{made by the special Grand Jury 
brought such substantial results up to the 
present date that when the disclosures 
{made before it became public they will 
vastly overshadow in importance any- 
thing brought to light by the Armstrong 
Committee. 

In connection with the present line of 
; investigation, which has to do almost 
| exclusively with the law and supply de- 
partments of the Mutual Life, the Special 

iGrand Jury has learned of an extensive 
system of fraudulent accdéunting, which, 
during the last twenty years, has been 
used to cover up illicit expenditures and 
possibly outright peculation representing 
some $2,000,000 of the policy holders’ 
money. 

Perhaps the most important witness yes- 
terday was Mr. McKibbin. With the ex- 
‘amination of Andrew C. Fields on Monday 
the Special Grand Jury again directed its 
attention to the system of voucher jug- 
gling practiced in the supply department, 
| by which the versatile legislative agent 
| of the Mutual, who was also head of the 
latter department, contrived to cover up

Among the books and documents spirited 
away from the Mutual's supply depart- 
ment by order of a prominent ex-official 
fof the company after the Armstrong in- 
vestigation began and afterward seized 
by District Attorney Jerome were found 
a number of bills for supplies which pur- 
ported to have been rendered by the firm 
|of George McKibbin & Sen to the Mutual. 
There were also found other bills rendered 
by firms to the existence of which no 
business or city directory for the years 
when the bills were dated would give any 
clue whatsoever.

OYSTER BOAT BLOWS UP. 


Captain and His Crew Have a Narrow 
Escape in Delaware Bay.

MILLVILLE, N. J., May 29.—While the 
sloops of the oyster fleet were dredging 
above Maurice River Cove, in Delaware 
Bay, this morning, a terrific explosion 
wrecked the schooner Hampton. A large 
; portion of the boat was destroyed. The 
i deck, with the Captain, David Robbins, 
|and a crew of five men, was thrown into 
| the water some distance away, and débris 
were scattered over the bay for hundreds 
of feet. Strangely enough, Capt. Robbins 
and his crew were not injured excepting 
a few cuts and bruises, ’ 

The schooner was equipped with gaso- 
line machine dredges, and several tanks 
of naphtha, which were stored in the hold, 
had exploded. In a few minutes the 
schooner plunged to the bottom of the 
bay. : 

The six men clung to the fragments of 
the deck, but a heavy sea was running 
and threatened every minute to break 
their hold. Capt. Bell of the State patrol 
steamer Cypher saw the accident from a 
distance and hurried to the assistance of 
the men. The rescue was a difficult task, 
for it was almost impossible to man the 
small boats in the heavy sea. The res- 
cuers finally succeeded after heroic work 
in bringing the exhausted sailors to the 
deck of the steamer. When the Cypher 
reached here to-night the rescuers were

VESUVIUS CRATER FALLS IN. 


Great Column of Smoke Rises—Peas- 
ants Panic-Stricken. 


NAPLES, May 29.—Another portion of 
the main crater of Mount Vesuvius fell in 
this morning, causing a thick black col- 
umn of smoke to rise to a height of sev- 
eral hundred feet, eclipsing the sun and 
spreading ashes and cinders over Torre 
dell’ Annunziata and the surrounding vil- 
lages. 

There was considerable alarm, especial- 
ly because the falling in of the crater was 
accompanied by several loud detonations, 
and many peasants evacuated their 
houses. Prof. Matteucel, Director of the 
Royal Observatory, who had returned to 
his post, ordered the workmen who were 
clearing the roads to stop operations. 

The professor telegraphed to Naples 
that he believed nothing serious would 
happen, even if the phenomenon should 
be repeated.

/EXPLORER MISSING IN CHINA. 


American Searching for His Brother 
Fears He Has Been Killed. 


SAGINAW, Mich., May 29.—G. W. Mor- 
ley, Jr., of this city, who is conducting a 
search in China for his brother, Reuben 
H,. Morley, who mysteriously disappeared 
a number of months ago while on a hunt- 
ing and exploring trip tn North China, 
wrote his father from Peking on April 19 
that his brother was unquestionably dead. 

Morley in his letter speaks of suspicions 
against a Frenchman, who was his broth- 
er’ companion, and who has dropped out 
of sight since the investigation of young 
Morley’s disappearance began. Morley 
says that the Chinese Government will not 
aid in the search for his brother, and that 
the United States Consuls ‘don’t seem 
able to give anything out advice.”’ 


THREAT TO KILL A JUDGE. 


Charles F. Sharp of Elmira Arrested 
on the Charge. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., May 29.—Charles F. 
Sharp was “rrested here to-day on a war- 
rant sent from Salamanca for threatening 
Judge Winfleld 8. Thatcher of Cattarau- 
gus County with death. 

Sharp is a well-known Elmiran. Five 
years ago his son, who was stealing a ride 
on an Erie freight train, was shot and 
killed by a detective in Salamanca. The 
trial for manslaughter was held before 
Judge Thatcher, and, being found guilty in 
the second degree, the detective was sen- 
tenced to two months in jail and a fine, 
which was :ater remitted.

get a couple of eggs and toast for our 








lunch. Maybe we will eat tongue, but 
never the sausages.”’ 
The two Commissioners spent three 


days in New York. It is understood that 
they gave a good deal of their attention 
to sausages. If they saw half what was 
described yesterday it is safe to say that 
there is a good deal of uneasiness in the 
ranks of the sausage makers now. 


Charges of Graft. 


Local graft is at the bottom of the 
whole condition, according to the repre- 
sentative of the Bologna Makers’ Unton. 
Whenever en inspection is demanded by 
any one, he says, a good day’s notice is 
given to the suspected establishment, and 
when the Inspector arrives there has been 
a hurried renovation. And the place gets 
a clean bill. 

Ags regards the beef proper, the great 
bulk of it consumed by New York comes 
already killed from the West. There are 
thousands of cattle killed here every 
week, though. They are almost entirely 
for the kosher trade. If any of the heeves 
happen to remain six days uneaten, they 
are then unavailable for the Jews, and 
are disposed of to Christians, 

The rendering of fat,into lard and oils 
is the part of the New York beef packing 
industry that reeks. Fat is shipped, by 
the hundreds of tons, from out-of-town 
butchers to New York. Boats laden with 
it land at piers on the East River. When 
it is unloaded upon the piers this fat is 
often decayed. Frequently, according to 
an observer, it is infested with so many 
worms that they can be seen ten yards 
away. 

G. A. Christian, Secretary and business 
egent of the Bologna Sausage Makers’ 
Union, told yesterday what he knew of 
the state of the belogra sausage industry 
in New York. 

‘“*T have come to the conclusion that it’s 
no use to try for better conditions,”’ said 
Mr. Christian yesterday afternoon. “I 
know absolutely that these abuses, these 
revolting conditions, exist, but I ean’t 
prove it to the public. Why? Because of 
the ridiculous character of the so-called 
‘ inspections.” 

‘“‘On one occasion I noticed the authori- 
ties of a specific instance of bad sanita- 
tion—rather, no sanitation. ‘Oh, we'll 
have to look out for that,’ said the man 
I talked to at the Health Department. 
As soon as I got out of the building the 
telephone began to ring, and the place 
to be inspected was notified. Say that 
this happens at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Between then and morning there 
is hard work at the sausage factory, and 
evidence of the worst conditions is re- 
moved from view. 

While Mr. Christian was describing the 
making of Bologna sausages, a man now 
employed in a factory came near and 
Mstened. It was he who broke in with 
an exclamation of astonishment when the 
reporter asked if the men ate the sau- _ 


“At one placg on the east side where 
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Mr. Christian, “‘I discovered that there 
was nO’ sewer outlet at all. There were 
sinks in the basement floor into 
which the waste was pourded. When 


the sinks were full the stuff was 
bailed out into the yard. The case 
was reported to -the Committee on 
the Prevention af Tuberculosis of 


the Charity Organizatien Society. They 
sent an inspector down there, but the 
boss found out he was coming and man- 
aged to make the place look fairly re- 
spectable. 

“They mailed me the copy of the In- 
spector’s report. He told all about how 
one wall was so many feet high, and so 
many feet from another wall, and gave a 
lot of figures, and ended by saying that 
there was nothing the matter. Now I 
knew perfectly well that the place was 4 
disgrace, but what could I do?

“A big beef packer sells a lot of meat, 


He 
bargains with the hotel for the return 
of all that is left over. In that way the 
hotel gets its meat cheap, and the beef 
: ye gets food for his sausage grinders.

“ This,” said Mr. Morton, “ we hope will 
be the case."

“The said injunction order shall not be 
understood as enjoining the defendant so- 
ciety, its Directors, officers, or agents 
from taking steps to amend the charter 
of the society, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any act of the Legislature which 
may be passed after the date of said or- 
der, but is to be only understood as en- 
joining proceedings under the provisions 
of law in force on the date of said order, 
and the said order is modified accordingly, 
and, so modified, confirmed.” 

This clause would, of course, rob the in-

Scramble to Escape. 


In the general scramble to get away 
from danger when the crash came, many 
of the shoppers lost their purses and 
handbags, while some threw away their 


bundles and wraps. Some had their cloth- 
ing torn. Most of these were women who 
crowded into the elevator cars from the 
upper floors of the building, and refused 
to allow the car doors to be shut after 
getting into them. There was considerable 
screaming among the women when the 
accident occurred, and much excitement 
on the Outside of the building, where rela- 
tives of the employes had gathered to 
wait until closing time for those employed 
in the store. t was pay night at the 
store, but many of the salesgirls did not 
wait for their pay envelopes. 


Keeping Back the Crowds. 
Around on the 2ist Street side of 
the building a crowd of 5,000 excited men 
and women were gathered. They had been 
attracted by the noise that accompanied 
the collapse of the tank. Many believed 


that the building was tumbling, and ran 
to assist relatives employed there. It re- 
es several mounted policemen to drive 
the crowd back from the building. Then 
they swarmed into Sixth Avenue, where 
two policemen had to keep their horses 
moving up and down the sidewalk to clear 
a passageway for those who were taking 
the injured from the building. 

Every now and then the crowd on the 
street would edge closer and try to force 
an entrance to the store, until the man- 
ager was compelled to order the doors 
closed. Then the injured were taken out 
through the 2ist Street exit, which 
the employes use when leaving the store. 
Lined up along the walk were scores of 
cabs. which were pressed into service by 
the firm, who made it a point to care for 
every one. Shoppers and sales girls who 
had become hysterical over the accident 
were sent home in cabs, as well as the in- 
jured. 

On the 22d Street side scores of 
women stood in the street weeping for 
relatives wnc were missing, but these 
relatives turned up later, and explained 
that they had remained in the store to 
render sssistaice to the injured 


Firemen’s Good Work. 


The firemen in the meantime were doing 
excellent work. One of the first things 
they did after rescuing the injured was to 
take steps to avert further accident by 
going to the roof and clearing away the 
débris. They found that a big section of 


| the iron framework supporting the plate 
glass had been bent and twisted in a man- 
ner that threatened more trouble, so they 
laid a network of ladders, and, climbing 
' over it, removed the broken glass so as to 
make it safe for the men at work clearing 
away the débris in the store. They also 
made an inspection of the other three 
tanks and drew off the water of the re- 
ee wooden tank, pending the ar- 
rival of the repair gang employed by the 
Grinnell Company. 

It was after 7 o'clock when the firemen 
left the building. They said that there 
was no further danger, and that the firm 
would open up for business as usual 
Thursday morning, having arranged to 
shut down on the holiday. 

After the wreckage had been cleared 
away last night, many articles were found 
on the main floor of the store. There 
were pocketbooks, gloves, combs, hats, and 
handbags. All were taken to the office 
and labeled, and will be returned to their 
owners when called for. 

One of the firemen who went on the 
roof and made an inspection of the ped- 
estal on which the big water tank was 
built, said that, in his opinion, the heavy 
rains of Sunday and Monday had weak- 
ened the water tank, and were indirectly 
responsible for the accident. 


MINERS’ TRIAL OPENS, 


Lawyers for Accused Men Object to 
Presiding Judge. 


CALDWELL, Idaho, May 29.—When the 
Canyon County District Court convened 
here this forenoon the cases of Charles 
H. Moyer, William D. Haywood, and 
George A. Pettibone, officers of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, who are charged 
with the murder of ex-Gov. Steunenberg, 
were called. Attorneys for the prisoners 
immediately filed notice of twenty-six al- 
leged disqualifications which should pre-

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PARDEE TO END HOLIDAYS. 


California Banks to be Unprotected 
After June 3—Water Supply Plans. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 29.—Gov. 
Pardee has decided to terminate the bank 
holidays which he has proclaimed from 
day to day, on June 3. The Governor 
will also call a special session of the State 
Legiviniure on Saturday, June 2. This 
date was agreed upon at a meeting of the 
members of the Judiciary and Finance 
Committees of the Senate to-day. 

The conclusion has been reached by the 
Sub-Committee on Water Supply and Fire 
Protection that the system of the Spring 
Valley Company was not only inadequate 
to meet extraordinary demands upon it in 
the ccnflagration, but was inadequate for 
less severe requirements.

SAN FRANCISCO MONEY HERE. 


Pacific Coast Trust Company Loans 
$1,000,000 in This City. 


Much interest was shown yesterday in 
a call loan of $1,000,000 made in this mar- 
ket by the Union Trust Company of San 
Francisco. About noon F. P. Frothing- 
ham, the money broker, made some loans 
aggregating $1,000,000 on the floor of the 
Stock Exchange at 4 per cent. He an- 
nounced that the money had been put out 
for the account of the Union Trust Com- 
pany of San Francisco.

THE SUB-TREASURY REFUSED 


Assistant Secretary Keep Had Heard 
of No Change, but Bank Didn’t 
Get the $1,000,000. 


The decision of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Shaw to make no further advances 
against gold imports at this time, to which 
THE TIMEs drew attention yesterday, was 
the subject of much discussion in foreign 
exchange circles.

which developed in connection with efforts 


j}made yesterday to obtain further ad- 


vances of Government money under the 
ruling announced py Secretary Shaw on 
April 14. 

The National City Bank, late on Mon- 
day, engaged $1,000,000 gold in Australia 
for import to this country, assuming that 
advances could be obtained from the 
Treasury Department while the gold was 
in transit. When application was made 
to the Sub-Treasury, however, for per- 
mission to deposit bonds to cover this 
special deposit of $1,000,000, the bank was 
informed that the Sub-Treasury was no 
longer authorized to make advances to fa- 
cilitate gold imports, 

The National City Bank took up the 
matter with the Treasury Department at 
Washington by long-distance telephone. 
Secretary Shaw was absent, and Assist- 
ant Secretary Keep was in charge of the 
department. It was reported that Mr. 
Keep said that he was not familiar with 
any change in the policy of the Treasury 
Department in the matter of making ad- 
vances against gold import, and that he 
was willing to allow the National City 
Bank to deposit the necessary bonds and 
obtain $1,000,000 from the New York Sub- 
Treasury. 

In accordance with this understanding 
the National City Bank late in the day 
sent bonds to the Sub-Treasury to be de- 
posited as collateral for an advance of 
$1,000,000. 

The Sub-Treasury officials refused to 
accept the bonds on the ground that they 
were not authorized to make any further 


{advances unless specially instructed to do 


so by Secretary Shaw or the Acting Secre- 
tary. At the close of business no such au- 
thorization to accept the bonds from the 
National City Bank had been received by 
the Sub-Treasury officials, and no ad- 
vance was made to the National City 
Bank.

The Mayor finds that the total borrow- 
ing capacity of the city for the whole 
year will be $182,968,368.28, out of which 
there will be borrowed about $50,000,000 
for general purposes, which is the average 
for recent This would ap- 
proximately $83,000,000 available for new 
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are unequaled in any municipality In the 
vrorld, a very. important fact.in  connec- 
tion therewith. must not. be lost sight. of. 
The city since 1903 has tried to assess its 
real estate for purposes of taxation at 
market value as the law requires. This 
has resulted in furnishing substantial bor- 
rowing capacity and has been followed by 
corresponding increases in the debt. 

“If the city, in its endeavor to furnish 
further borrowing capacity to enable it 
to enter upon extensive and expensive im- 
provements, “aises the valuations from 
year to year beyond @ reasonable amount 
representing normal increasés in_ values, 
the time must certainly come when the 
limit will be reached. Full assessment 
| values, with. debt incurred to the limit of 
the margin thereby created, would mean 
that the city had substantially reached 
its limit of development. 

Predicts Fall in Realty Values. 

“If history is to repeat itself and real 
estate values suffer a heavy decline 
through overspeculation, a condition in- 
dicated by the present activity, the risk 
run is that the city may be compelled 
because of its policy of assessing at full 
values to make material reductions in 
|such values, thereby placing it in the 
position of having a debt larger than that 
allowed by the Constitution. It would be 
several years before such excess could be 
adjusted. Conservative management is es- 
sential if a continuing but gradual devel- 
opment of the city is to be maintained.

FOR ALFONSO’S WEDDING

OUR SPECIAL ENVOY ARRIVES 





City Beautifully Decorated—Perform- 
ance at the Pardo Theatre—As- 
cension of Twelve Balloons. 





MADRID, May 29.—The preparations for 
the marriage of King Alfonso and Prin- 
cess Ena of Battenberg ure fast approach- 
ing completion. 

Many foreign Princes and envoys ar- 
rived to-day. The train of the Prince of 
Wales and the Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand of Austria arrived at 2:20 P. M., and 
was followed by the trains of Prince Al- 
brecht of Prussia, the Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir of Russia, Crown Prince Constan- 
tine of Greece, Prince Albert Leopold of 
Belgium, Prince Eugene of Sweden, and 
others. Before the station were drawn up 
the Palace Guards, with their white uni- 
forms and shimmering helmets, and a 
brigade of Lanoers, with steel breast- 
plates, Awaiting the Princes were the 
members of the royal family, the Captain 
General of Madrid, the Ministers, and the 
Ambassadors, The ladies were bright in 
Summer silks, while the officials and Min- 
isters were resplendent with gold lace and 
cecorations, 

A fanfare of trumpets greeted the Prince 
of Wales and Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand. The former wore the uniform of a 
British General. 
was exquisitely dressed in a figured silk 
gown. The Archduke wore the white uni- 
form of a General of Hussars, with a 
silver helmet surmounted by a green 
plume. 

There was another shimmer of uniforms 
and. dresses as the royal representatives 
of Germany, Russia, and Greece arrived 
with showy retinues. Later there was 
another pageant, when all the Princes and 
Princesses, with their retinues, proceeded 
to the Pardo Palace, where King Alfonso 
and Princess Ena received them. 

Mr. Whitridge, the American Envoy, 
accompanied by his family and his mili- 
tary and naval staff, reached, Madrid 
after midnight, owing to a slight’aocident 
to his train. Mr. Whitridge was highly 
gratified at the splendid quarters as- 
signed to him in the Pino-Hermose Pal- 
ace, regarding it as a manifestation of 
Spain’s cordiality to the United States. 

Along the front of the palace are looped 
garlands of red and white roses, and 
over the massive doorway is the escutch- 
eon of the United States, framed in pris- 
matic glass, through which electric lights 
produce a glittering effect. The wings of 
the palace bear huge -escutcheons of 
Spain and Battenberg, each framed with 
electric prisms, The United States flag 
floats from an upper window of the pal- 
ace. The staircase is transformed into a 
flower garden, and the stately interior is 
hung with many of the Government's 
Gobelin tapestries. Detachments of cay- 
alry and Civil Guards are in constant at- 
tendance. 

The Pardo Palace was the centre of the 
festivities to-night. King Alfonso and his 
guests witnessed a performance at the 
Pardo Theatre, one quaint feature of 
which was a tableau of an old Spanish 
marriage. William M. Collier, the Ameri- 
can Minister to Spain, was among the 
guests, but Mr. Whitridge was not pres- 


ent, as the guests consisted only of 
Princes and resident diplomats. 

The streets to-night present a spectacle 
of lurid color and intense activity. Trains 
are bringing in thousands of foreigners 
and provincial Spaniards. All the main 
thoroughfares are packed with dense 
throngs of people in bright Summer attire, 
many of them wearing picturesque coun- 
try costumes, The streets along the 
route of the wedding cortége are ablaze 
with color from end to end, with floral 
arches, British and Spanish flags, and 
garlands of roses looped on the balconies. 
Many buildings are surmounted with gi- 
gantic crowns which at night sparkle with 
electric lights. Even the tramways are 
resplendent, the trolley poles bearing lines 
and streamers. At the Plaza angle there 
is a huge Japanese parasol edged with 
electric lamps, under which a military 
band plays for street dancers. With 
nightfall the colors in the streets change 
and sparkle with myriads of lights, the 
arches, palaces, and emblems being out- 
lined by innumerable electric lamps. 

The weather to-day was intensely hot, 
and clouds to-night threaten to dampen 
the splendor of the festivities. 

A unique feature of the festivities this 
afternoon was the ascension of twelve bal- 
loons from the Aero Club Park. It was 
witnessed by the royal family from the 
Pardo Palace,

Copper Man Interested in Fire Insur- 
ance Company Just Chartered. 


The story_of the formation of a new 
fire insurance company, with Adolph 
Loeb, a Chicago insurance broker, at its 
head, was confirmed yesterday by an an- 
nouncement from J. 8.

For it is manifest that if their inter- 
State and foreign trade inter- 
dicted, most of them would be com- 
pelled to go out of business altogether. 
Chicago, of course, has a duty to per- 
form, as we have in New York, and as 
every city has, in providing a meat in- 
spection service that will guarantee 
the wholesomeness of butchers’ and 
canners’ products. The City Govern- 
ment of Chicago has given a great deal 
more attention to futile groping after 
municipal ownership than it has to the 
revolting state of affairs in Packing- 
tewn. But even a municipal ownership 
enthusiast might be expected to turn 
up his nose at diseased or ‘“‘ dootored ” 
meat, and, having turned up his nose, 
the raising of his voice would natu- 
rally follow. The packers are power- 
ful in the city—it has been said that 
they own it. Their title, whatever its 
nature, will be quieted with great 
promptness when the people of the city 
come to know what sort of stuff is 
supplied for thelr consumption by these 
influential gentlemen of the trade. 
There can be no more important public 
issue than the wholesomeness of the 
people’s food, and none that would 
moro certainly stir up an imperative 
demand for remedies and reforms. The 
publication of the report, if it is at all 
what the advance summaries indicate, 
will compel Congress to take protect- 
ive action and make it highly unsafe 
for local authorities to Hsten to the 
persuasive voices of the slaughtering 
and packing interests. 
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LOOPING THE BRIDGES. 

For the first time there is something 
like unanimity in Brooklyn upon a 
question which is a burning one there, 
and which is of much importance here. 
A mass meeting of civic societies re- 
solved with no opposition worth men- 
tioning that all Brooklynites would like 
a stretch of elevated road built in this 
borough to facilitate their travel. Our 
modest neighbors are reluctant to give 
up their own streets even for use by 
trolleys, but they do not hesitate to 
propose a much more disfiguring and 
monopolizing use of one of our streets, 
solely for their benefit. They lament 
the lack of a sightly approach to their 
own end of the bridge, and propose to 
disfigure an approach of splendid pos- 
sibilities at our end. They break the 
blow gently. The beautiful elevated 
structure will shade the growing grass 
in Delancey Street, just as it shades it 
in Battery Park, we suppose. The sen- 
timent regarding unnecessary elevated 
structures in this borough is almost as 
unanimously adverse as it is favorable 
in Brooklyn., Only the other day the 
Board of Estimate refused even a hear- 
ing upon the proposal. Nevertheless 
our townsmen persist, and their neces- 
sity is indeed grievous. 

Nor is our own choice entirely free. 
No longer ago than last week contracts 
were let for magnificent terminals of- 
fering travelers an opportunity to get 
over to New Jersey without change of 
ears. If they have the privilege of un- 
broken rides to New Jersey, and have | 
not the same privilege to Brooklyn, it 
will cost Manhattan dear. We shall 
lose taxpayers and population. The old 
loop plan was too large a price. The 
new loop plan proposes a shorter length 
of elevated construction, and suggests 
that even that need not be permanent. 
The idea of a subway loop is not aban- 
doned, and the new elevated route will 
then be torn down—perhaps. The es- 
sence of the ‘present proposal is speed

According to Commissioner STEVENSON 
no subway loop service is practicable at 
the earliest until the completion of the 
Manhattan Bridge enables the recon- 
struction of the Brooklyn Bridge, say 
in six years, or perhaps sixteen. The 
operation of the present Brooklyn ele- 
vated equipment through a subway is 
pretty close to unpermissible, even if 
the subway existed, and means are 
lacking to compel a@ re-equipment. 

The situation is therefore so compel- 
ling that it is well to preserve open- 
mindedness. If there is no escape, the 
best terms possible ought to be made. 
President WINTER says that the loop 


and the terms ought to be made before 
it is granted, for they cannot be made 
afterward. If the loop idea is good at 
all, it is just as good upon the surface 
as it is underground or overhead, and 
a surface loop could be installed in a 
few weeks, without the objections to an 
elevated loop. A surface loop could be 
made to run where the riders want to

it to go, and thus would have a little 
less shameless appearance of being a 
switching privilege at public expense.

THE COURT AND THE PHILIPPINES. 

Secretary Tarr is certainly in bad 
luck with his efforts to secure the in- 
terests of the inhabitants of the Philip- 
pine Islands. He has failed so far in 
getting the tariff reduced on their prod- 
ucts exported to the United States. 
Now the Supreme Court has decided 
that some $4,000,000 collected as duties 
on imports from the United States be- 
tween the ratification of peace and the 
establishment of a civil Government by 
Congress, which amount went into the 
Treasury of the islands and was used 
chiefly for improvements, was illegally 
collected and must be refunded. These 
duties were collected under executive 
orders issued by the Président. 

We cannot, of course, question the 
correctness of this decision, though it 
is an indication how difficult and ob- 
scure the questions involved are that 
Justice Wuitn, one of the ablest and 
most learned of the members of the 
court, changed his mind between two 
hearings, and his latest, presumably 
his ripest opinion, is opposed to that of 
the majority of the court. Our own 
impression has been that the orders of 
the President issued at the time the 
case arose, were the only means of 
dealing with the situation, and that 
they were amply justified by the terms 
in which his powers are granted in the 
Constitution. We shall not be sur- 
prised, should that question come up in 
a different form, to find the court ulti- 
mately reaching substantially that con- 
clusion. Meanwhile, it is at least to be 
hoped that the refunding of these du- 
ties will be out of the Treasury of the 
United States, and that the people of 
the islands will not be mulcted for 
them. Originally they increased the 
cost of the commodities imported, and 
{t would be pecullarly unfortunate if 
the islanders were now to be called on 
to pay them a second timie. 










































DISORGANIZATION OF FOREIGN 
EXCHANGES. 

The financial community learned from 
our columns yesterday that Secretary 
SHAW was indisposed to make further 
advances to facilitate imports of gold. 
It had been understood that the privi- 
lege was terminable, but the announce- 
ment of the actual termination was 
surprising. So was the granting of 
the privilege. ; 

Surely this is not the best way to 
manage the public’s business. Perma- 
nence and uniformity of administration 
ameliorate even poor financial condi- 
tions, while everything erratic or sur- 
prising detracts from arrangements 
otherwise commendable. The net re- 
sult is that now nobody knews when or 
on what terms gold can be imported, 
even while Secretary SHAW. is in the 
Treasury, and it is ‘still less within 
knowledge by anybody what view his 
successor will take of the same prob- 
lem. A similar uncertainty attaches 
to exports of gold, for if it is permissi- 
ble to promote imports it is equally 
commendable to obstruct exports. In 
short, the entire exchange business is 
disorganized, and we are among those 
who think this was done unnecessarily. 

It is true that the occurrence of the 
San Francisco fire gave the operation a 
fortuitous appearance of being well 
timed. It is permissible to argue that 
otherwise there might have been a 
money pinch. Nobody can tell exactly 
what might have happened if the con-. 
ditions had been altered in some un- 
certain manner. What is sure is that 
all developments suggest that the gold 
would have come anyway. It was 
within Europe’s power to co-operate 
with Secretary SHAW or to abstruct his 
efforts. Instead of increasing obstacles 
previously raised, hindrances were re- 
moved, and a natural flow of gold was 
permitted and even promoted. Of 
course Secretary SHaw’s action did 
nothing in the classic sense “to cor- 
Conditions ad- 
verse to the import of gold were not 
altered by his action, and the altera- 
tion of the conditions was the impor- 
tant consideration, not the import of 
gold. Certainly in manner, and pos- 
sibly also in substance, the Secretary’s 
action, however well intended, is at 
least open to criticism, and is actually 
condemned by some judicious observ- 
ers. Certainly the balance of opinion 
was not favorable, although, happily, 
something was done to strengthen sen- 
timent in favor of placing such matters 
upon a more natural basis, altering in 
response to economic factors, and not 
in response to individual initiative, 





HOODLUMISM. 

Commissioner BinGHaM is doing a 
good thing in endeavoring to ascertain 
whether it is lawftl to have public 
prizefights in the City of New York. 
That the “sparring exhibition” at 
Madison Square Garden night before 
last was to all intents and purposes a 
prizefight admits of no question which 
is not a mere quibble. The question, 
and the only question, which interested 
the crowd was whether one of the 
fighters would be able to “last” the 
ten rounds. That is to say, in spite of 
the gloves employed, it was a “ fight to 
a finish,” to the physical disablement of 
one of the contestants to continue the 
contest longer. There is no decent defi- 
nition of prizefighting which would not 
include this. Perhaps the law should 
not interfere too curiously when a 
“club” gives gladiatorial shows of this 
kind on its own premises at which the 
attendance is restricted to its own 


that when such a show becomes a pub- 
lic exhibition it should be prevented or 
punished. 
The thinly disguised prizefight is, in 
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fact, a disclosure of the same spirit of 
“hoodlumism,” of defiance of law and 
order, as the acts of the gangs of 
young rowdies who every Sunday find 
their amusement in terrifying the in- 
nocent and quiet holiday-making pas- 
sengers upon public conveyances, It is 
impossible to imagine a more dastardly 
form of rowdyism than this. There is 
on cach car a maximum, whether it be 
the elevated, the Subway, or the trolley, 
of two persons charged with maintain- 
ing order. And the proportion of wo- 
men and children among the passengers 
is unusually great. For a person who 
finds his pleasure in giving pain, the 
opportunity is very tempting. And it 
appears that a large part of the undis- 
ciplined whelphood of New York finds 
the temptation irresistible. Without 
modern appliances of civilization a 
gang of young roughs could have its 
own scandalous way on Sunday from 
the Battery to Spuyten Duyvil and back 
again. But how efficacious in such a 
conjecture is the telephone, giving 
timely notice of the approach of what 
one may call, without too violent a 
stretching of the facts, “the devour- 
ing element” and admonishing the po- 
lice to make ready. 

When. thé hoodlums are rounded up 
in the Police Courts, it is satisfactory 
to observe that the Magistrates deal 
with them summarily. For a decent 
citizen, or for a decently well-behaved 
boy, {t would be no hardship to have 
to get bail in $100 for good behavior 
for a month or two months, or even in 
$300 for good behavior for three 
months. These were the various pen- 
alties imposed on Monday in the Har- 
lem and West Side Courts. But for 
@ characterless young vagabond to 
find any responsible citizen to give bail 
for his good behavior for one week 
would be a hard matter. The sentence 
is much severer than it seems, The 
news that a young rowdy Its languishing 
in durance, in the desperate expecta- 
tion of bail for the kind of behavior 
which he knows nothing about practic- 
ing, is even better caloulated to deter 
his associates from giving vent to their 
natural inclinations by terrifying car- 
loads of women and children than 
would be the announcement of a defin- 
itive sentence of imprisonment. We 
can imagine nothing better fitted than 
the action of the Magistrates of the 
two courts in question to sickly over 
the native hue of the hoodlum’s resolu- 
tion with the pale cast of thought.

Eight Workmen for Whom Parliament 
Appealed Executed at Riga—Se- 
vastopol Garrison Mutinous. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, May 29.—Tele- 
grams reaching the Duma from various 
centres report that the peasants are 
holding mass meetings and wunani- 
mously denouncing the Government 
and proclaiming their stanch determi- 
nation to support their representatives. 

No violence has been reported, but 
the remoter districts have. still to be 
heard from, and the situation in those 
districts gives rise to continued appre- 
hension. 

I hear that the rural members have 
already agreed among themselves to 
go home in batches and explain the 
situation and try to instil confidence 
and patience, but they will go with 
heavy hearts. They are not confident 
that the bureaucracy will yield wox- 
cept to force. : 

At the same time I feel bound to add 
that not one peasant member with 
whom I have conversed even admits 
the possibility that the mujiks will sue- 
cumb to the wiles of the Socialists on 
the one hand or to those of the Reac- 
tionaries on the other. All emphati- 
cally declare their unalterable desire 
to settle the land question peacably by 
the payment of fair remuneration for 
expropriated property.

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ST. PETERSBURG, May 29.—As fore- 
shadowed in the statement made by Min- 
ister of Agriculture Stichinsky last night, 
the Government hag decided on its course 
of action with reference to the vote of 
lack of confidence of the lower house and 
its demand for the resignation of the 
Ministry. The Government will swallow 
Parliament’s affront and treat its resolu- 
tion simply as a declaration beyond its 
competency, and consequently as not 
binding upon the monarch. 

In other words, the Government has de- 
cided to ignore the demand of the lower 
house and the Ministry will not resign, but 
neither will Parliament be dissolved. 
Moreover, instead of treating the action 
of the lower house as cause for offense, 
the Ministry will continue its concilia- 
tory attitude in the hope that the storm 
will subside. 

No amnesty will be granted, but the 
political prisoners will be released as rap- 
idly as possible. The Ministry is evident- 
ly strongly convinced that its agrarian 
programme will win the support of the 
conservative interests of the country, 
which naturally are frightened at the 
scheme for the expropriation of land pro- 
posed by the lower house. ;

In politics Mr. Scripps was a Republi- 

can until 1896 when he separated from

bindings and possessed a rare collection 
in his library. He took a prominent 
art in the upbuilding of the Detroit 
Musuem of Art, to which he gave a 
collection of works of old masters, the 
cost of which was estimated at $75,000.

securing funds are being rapidly repaid, 
and in this process money will probably 
; continue to find Its way baok to this city. 

Further evidence of the oversupply of 
money In San Francisco was furnished by 
| the announcement yesterday that there 
had been put out here on oall during the 
|day for a trust company of that city 
$1,000,000. While yesterday's return move- 
ment was unexpsctedly heavy, the general 
belief is that the greater part of the ex- 
cess funds now held in San Francisco will 
| not return until after the abrogation of 
| the legal holidays, which is set for June 4. 
The belicf is even expressed in certain 
| well-informed banking quarters that much 
lof the money now on the Pacific Coast 
(may even be retained in the West for 
ultimate use for crop-moving purposes. 
Continued ease in money here would, of 
| course, work to that end, 

So far as the stock market was con- 
cerned, this inflow of money possessed 
very little influence; the volume of busi- 
ness diminished still further, falling to 
only nominal proportions, and, while the 
movement of prices was somewhat firmer 
than on Monday, the advances, which 
gave to the trading an appearance of 
strength were once again for the most 
part in issues subject to professional ma- 
nipulation. Independent strength, how- 


ever, was displayed by St. Paul, which

THE COTTON MARKET. 


Financing of Pacific Extension to be | May Breaks Under Notices for Deliv. 


Taken Up To-morrow. 


At to-morrow’s meeting of the Directors 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
the regular monthly meeting of that 
board, consideration will probably be 
given to the question of issuing securi- 
tiles for the purpose of financing the St. 
Paul’s extension to the Pacific Coast. 
Reports were circulated in Wall Street 
yesterday that the Directors of the &t, 
Paul have practically come to a decision 


in regard to the method of financing this 
extension and that both stock and notes 
will be placed to provide the necessary 
funds. 

In some quarters credence was given to 
a report that the $25,000,000 of treasury 
stock authorized some years ago by the 
stockhoMers would not be actually issued 
at this time, but would be deposited as 
collateral for the note issue. he large 
premium commanded by St. Paul com- 
mon, it was pointed out, would amply se- 
cure such an issue of notes. 

In connection with this reported note 
issue, interest attaches to information 
recently received by a prominent interna- 
tional banking house that negotiations 
were proceeding in Paris for the flotation 
there of an issue of St. Paul notes. 

So far the work on the Pacific Coast 
extension of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul has been provided for without 
any publicly announced financing. The 
St. Paul has a very large treasury sur- 

lus, which has enabled it to carry on 
his project without issuing new securi- 
ties. Eventually, however, the new line 
to the Pacific Coast will have to be capl- 
talized, and, according to yesterday’s re- 
port, the Directors are about to announce 
their plans in this connection.

ITERRANOVA GIRL SANE, 
| COMMISSION REPORTS 


‘Justice Scott Proceeds with Her 
Trial for Murder. 








NEW TESTS ARE DESCRIBED 





'Dr. Flint Says She Shammed Insanity, 
and That the Abuse She Described 
Would Have Killed Her. 





The twelve good men and true whom 
Josefina Terranova herself helppd ‘to 
select to sit in judgment over her, have 
| soos become the arbiters of her fate, 
| Upon receiving the report of the commis- 
sion in lunacy appointed by him last Fri- 
day to look into the mental condition of 
the young Italian girl to the effect that 
she is sane enough to consult with her 
| counsel, Justice Scott, in the Criminal 
{Branch of the Supreme Court, ordered 
her trial to be resumed yesterday, 

The commission made its report to Jus- 
tice Scott in Chambers before he took 
his seat on the bench. No reference to 
the report was made in court. After 
} opening court Justice Scott merely turned 
to Assistant District Attorney Ely, who 
is prosecuting the case, and ex-Judge 
Palmieri, who is defending the girl ac- 
cused of killing her uncle and aunt, Gae- 
tano and Concetta Reggio, on Washing- 
ton’s Birthday, and said; ‘‘ Gentlemen, 
proceed with the case." 

The jury was then polled and the trial 
continued where it was broken off last 

Friday. The courtroom was comfortably 
fille d, and most of the women who have 
| floc ked to this Mecca of the morbid, for 
|such Justice Scott's court has been since 
the Terranova trial began, were in their 
accustomed seats listening intently and 
staring at Josefina. 


Girl Defendant Undisturbed. 


The youthful defendant, who was 
| brought in from the Tombs a moment aft- 
ler Justice Scott entered, tripped lightly to 
the table of the defense, dropped a girlish 
curtsey to the jurors and bowed gravely 
to the Judge before she sank into her 
chair. She seemed as confident and un- 
disturbed as on the first day of the trial. 





Assistant District Attorney Ely, who 
was conducting his rebuttal when the 
trial was interrupted, called Matron 


O'Brien of the Tombs as his first witness. 
The old matron, whose heart, everybody 
says, is as kind as her face, has given 
Josefina the first motherly care she has 
ever known since she came to this coun- 
try, and the girl is said to be devoted to 
her. 

Matron O’Brien testified that when the 
girl came to the Tombs after her arrest 
she looked thin and worn and had a 
haunted look in her eyes. 

“She has tmproved wonderfully bothdn 
manner and appearance since she was 
sent to prison, and she speaks much bet- 
ter Englisn than when she came,” said 
the matron, ‘‘ When she came she looked 
as though she had been maltreated, but 
she picked up very rapidly.” 

“Did you ever hear her talk about 
| voices and visions, and did she ever ap- 
pear irrational to you?’’ asked Mr. Bly. 

“I never noticed the least irrational ac- 
tion in her,”’ said Mrs. O’Brien. The ma- 
tron said she had never talked to the girl 
concerning the case, or the circumstances 
that led up to the double killing. Assist- 
jant Matrons Stone and Flaherty, who 
| were called later, corroborated the testi- 
| mony of Mrs. O’Brien in every respect. 


Found Evidence of Hysteria, 


Dr. John EB. Weeks, an eye and ear 
specialist, who examined the girl in the 
Tombs last Saturday on behalf of the 
commission in lunacy, followed Mrs. 
O’Brien on the stand. He said he had 


found the vision of her right eye from 
|}one-half to two-fifths normal, and testi- 
fied to a reduced field of vision and a 
‘deep-seated affection’’ of the optic 
nerve of the right eye. The physician said 
that this indicated hysteria, which is one 
of the symptoms of adolescent insanity, 
but that the hysteria might or might not 
result from an affected brain. Tests made 
to determine anaesthesia on the right side 
were not satisfactory, the pay sician said, 
because the girl inte rrupted him frequent-, 
iv. He found a scar on the drum of the’ 
right ear, which he attributed to an old 
inflammation. He did not notice anything 
while conducting the examination which 
led him to think that the girl was irra- 
}tional at that time. 

Mr. Palmieri was pleased with the tes- 
timony of Dr. Weeks, but objected to the 
entire line of examination of the matrons. 

‘* We claim to have been insane at the 
time of the killing, but we do not claim 
to have been violently or boisterously in- 
sane after we were put in prison. The 
only thing we claim is that we had hal- 
lucinations and visions in our cell, and 
that we heard voices in the night,” said 
Mr. Palmieri to «he court, raising a laugh | 
amonwy the spectators. 

Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, one of tho 
prosecution's experts, was next called to 
the stand and sworn, 
withdrawn before any question was asked 
him to make place for Dr. Austin Flint, 
one of the other allenists retained by the 








District Attorney. Dr. Hamilton, who is 
one of the best-known alienists in the 
country, testified before the lunacy com- 


mission that the girl defendant was wholly 
irresponsible, and unable to consult with 
her lewyer or grasp the nature of the 
charge against her. 


Dr. Flint Says She Ie Sane. 
Dr. Flint said he had examined the girl 
in the Tombs on May 15, together with 
Dr. Carlos F. Macdonald, the third alien- 
| ist for the prosecution. They had made a 
physical and mental examination. He re-

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VETO OF PATRICK’S BILL. 


Delcy Little Less Than. Scandalous, 
Governor Says. 


ALBANY, N. ¥., May 29.—‘‘ Little less 
than scandalous" is the phrase used by 
Gov. Higgins in a veto memorandum is- 
sued to-night regarding the delay in 
the case of Albert T. Patrick, the New 
York lawyer convicted of the murder of 
the aged millioniare William M. Rice, who 
died in New York city in September, 
1900. The Governor vetoes two bills, in- 
troduced el’ Assemblyman Wade of 
Chautauqua, to amend the Code of Crim- 
inal Procedute so as to permit an appeal 
from an ord@ denying a motion for a 
new trial in a criminal case on the ground 
of newly discovered evidence. The bills, 
which were introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Smith, were generally under- 
stood to refer to the Patrick case and the 
Governor so describes them in his mem- 
orandum, 

“The purpose of these bills,” says Gov. 
Higgins, “is to permit the defendant in 
a criminal case to take an appeal to the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
from an order denying a motion for a 
new trial on newly discovered evidence, 
made after an affirmance of a judgment 
of conviction by the Court of Appeals, 
and a further appeal to the Court of Ap- 
peals from an order of the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court affirming 
an order denying such motion. Such 
an order is not now appealable. 

“ Waiving the objection to the bills that 
though in general form, they are special | 
in their application, and are intended to 
grant a right of appeal to Albert T. Pat- 
rick to obtain a review of an order, if

In cases of extreme hardship, where the 
Judge before whom the motion for a new 
trial is made denies the defendant's mo- 
tion without giving proper consideration 
to such evidence, 
vides a practical remedy. An amendment 
to the Code of Criminal Procedure might, 
however, well be made which would per- 
mit defendant's application for a new 
trial in a capital case to be made to any 
Justice of the Supreme Court within the 
judicial department where the conviction 


was had, so that the defendant may not | 


be required in any case to present his 
motion to the Judge presiding at his 
trial."’ 

Recorder Goff, before whom Patrick 
was originally tried, has now under con- 
sideration such a motion for a new trial 
for Patrick, and Gov. Higgins has re- 
prieved the condemned lawyer for a third 
time until June 18 on this account.

STATE JURISDICTION 


‘The Federal Court Has the Only 


Authority, Says Dillon.

Two Employes of the Company 


Charged with Swearing Falsely in 
Connection with a Bill.

Incidental to the hearing on three suits 
| to continue injunctions against the Con- 
| solidated Gas Company restraining it from 
interfering with meters or cutting off the 
supply of gas, and one for a mandamus 
to compel the company to supply gas to 
slot-meter users at the elghty-cent rate, 
Clarence J. Shearn, before Supreme Court 
| Justice Leventritt, accused yesterday two 
;employes of the gas company of per- 
| jury and produced a gas bill as substan- 
tlating the falsity of an affidavit. 

The case was that of Dr. Alexander R. 
Grossman against the company. The 
plaintiff tendered the eighty-cent rate for 
that part of his bill covering the May 
payments, which, in this case extended 
only to May 8, his bill running from April 
3 to the latter date. The amount involved 
‘s 20 cents for gas for the three days and | 
the differences amount to but 20 per cent. 
of this, or 4 cents. 

John A. Garver, who represented the 
gas company with ex-Judge Dillon, read 
an affidavit from John W. Somers, a clerk 
of the compaay, who swore that Dr. 
Grossman went into the office and offered 
him $10 as a bribe to make out to him a 
rill at the dollar rate. To back up this 
affidavit, George F. Mills, another clerk, 
swore that he made out the bill, taking 
the responsibility of giving it out with- 
out having it stamped, ‘“‘ Preserve this bill 
in order to preserve your rights,” as Judge 
| Lacombe had ordered should be done. 
Mills said that the stamp was locked up 
at the time. After this affidavit had been 
read, Mr. Shearn told Justice Leventritt 
that perjury had beén committed, and 
produced the Grossman bill, which had 
stamped across it in red letters the cau- 
tion to consumers ordered to be put there 
by Judge Lacombe. 

Mr. Garver asked until Thursday to sub- 
mit a brief. Justice Leventritt said he 
would not have any delay, and that the 
trief must be sent to his house not later 
than last night. 

The gas company’s attorneys argued 
that the cases were not properly before 
the State court, and that the United 
States Circuit Court, through Judge La- 
combe’s order, had assumed exclusive 
jurisdiction. Judge Dillon, in réviewing 
the order made by Judge Lacombe, said: 

“Tt is luminous with its resplendent 
equity.” 

‘The United States court,” said Judge 
Dillion, “‘has assumed entire control and 
dominion of this case, and there is not a 
shred of it anywhere else. 
combe’s order does not bind the plaintiff | 
in this action, it does bind any of the 
S£0,000 consumers supplied by the com- 
pany. How can it be maintained that 
where 20 per cent. of all the company’s 
eollections is pald {nto court under an 
order of the court that the court making 
the order has not taken entire jurisdic- 
tion?

Judge Dillon said also that the State 
court could not go Into the question of the 
constitutionality of the legisiative act re-

In answering the contention of Judge 
Dillon that the United States court has 
taken complete jurisdiction, Mr. Shearn 
said that never before had ft been con- 
tended that the citizens of a State could 
be deprived of their rights under a legis- 
lative act of that State in a State court, 
and in an action brought in the Federal 
courts where the citizens wers not even 
made co-defendants. He cited a decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
support of his contention. 

“There can be no question of the clear- 
ness of this decision,’’ said Mr. Shearn. 
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order Judge Lacombe took into considera- 
;}tion only the question of enjoining the 
payment of the penalties provided in the 
law. He understood, as we do, that there 
was to be no interference with the gas 
supply if the legal rate was tendered.”
